Students  in  the  chemical 
technology  program  will  be 
prepared  for  positions  in 
chemical  control  and  research 
laboratories  in  industry  and 
government,  and  drafting 
students  will  receive  training 
in  technical,  structural  and 
architectural  illustrations.

General  Studies 
Program  Started 

Northwestern  has 

established  a  new  Bachelor  of 
Arts  Degree  program  in 
(ienerai  Studies. 

IV-  Arnold  Kilpatrick, 
Northwestern  president,  said 
the  new  ^rjgram  is  ad- 
ministered by  the  university's 
Ullege  of  Basic  Studies. 

ilasic  Studies  dean  Dr, 
iiennie  Barron  said  the 
general  studies  program  is 
designed  for  sludents  who 
desire  to  pursue  a  broad  base 
program  of  academic  study 
leading  to  an  undergraduate 
degree. 

Barron  said  the  program 
iUlows  students  to  earn  an 
undergraduate  degree  with 
multi-discipline  and  multi- 
departmental  course  of- 
ferings. He  said  it  also  allows 
students  to  earn  a  generalized 
degree  which  could  be 
structured  to  facilitate 
movement  into  graduate 
programs. 

Students  who  complete  the 
program  are  granted  the 
ilachelor  of  Arts  in  General 
Studies.  Requirements  for  the 
degree  include  a  minimum  of 
124  semester  hours  of 
academic  courses. 

Barron  said  students  in 
tieneral  Studies  must  take  at 
least  18  hours  in  three  dif- 
ferent groups  of  academic 
offerings.  Croup  I  includes 
f'^nglish,  art.  languages, 
music  speech  and  journalism. 
In  Group  II  are  anthropology, 
economics,  political  science, 
geography.  history , 
philosophy,  sociology  and 
psychology.  Group  HI  in- 
cludes biology,  botany, 
chemistry,  geology, 
mathematics,  microbiology, 
physics  and  zoology. 

Students  must  also  take  an 
additional  18  hours  In  one  of 
the  groups,  or  they  may  take 
the  18hour5in  a  supplemental 
area,  made  up  of  agricultural 
sciences,  industrial  education 
and  technology,  computer 
science  and  aviation  science. 
Barron  said  students  must 
earn  at  least  a  grade  of  "C"  on 
all  hours  pursued  at  Nor- 
thwestern.

Lee  Roy  Pittman  Short-Yardage  Expert 


For  rangy  Lee  Roy  Pittman, 
Northwestern's  6-2,  202-pound 
fullback   from    Jackson,   the 
fullback's  role  in  football  has 
not  changed  much.  He's  still 
considered  the  curcial  short- 
yardage  man  on  third  down. 
Not  long  ago,  in  fact  it  was 
Northwestern's     last  home 
game  of  the  season.  Pittman 
reminded  us  once  again  of  the 
importance  fullback  plays  in 
football. 

To  set  the  scene,  the 
Demons,  who  wind  up  their 
first  independent  football 
season  since  before  1948  at 
^utheastern  Louisiana  on 
Nov.  '20,  were  playing  the 
McNeese  State  Cowboys,  then 
the  No*.  1  nationally  ranked 
small  college  football 

Prior  to  that  game,  Nor- 
thwestern hadn't  had  much 
consistency  in  its  rushing 
attack  but  for  some  reason  the 
Demons'  ground  machine 
decided  to  manipulate  a 
strong  Cowboy  defense, 
almost  flawlessly.  McNeese 
lied    Northwestern    3-3    that 


night  with  Dennis  Wilkinson  of 
NSU  and  Carlos  Medrano  of 
the  Cowboys  exchanging 
second  half  field  goals. 

But  to  probe  the  worth  of  a 
young  man  who  plays  fullback 
and  understands  his  position's 
role.  Pittman.  a  redshirt  tight 
end  last  year,  converted  seven 
of  10  third-down  plays  into 
first  downs  for  Northwestern 
and  this  is  the  kind  of  con- 
sistency the  Demons  have 
lack  all  year  in  their  running 
attack. 

The  experts  say  the  good 
fullback  should  average  about 
3.7  yards  a  carry.  After  seven 
games  Pittman  was 
averaging  about  3.5.  But  his 
third  down  efforts  against 
McNeese,  and  the  fact  he 
gained  (>I  yards  on  25  carries, 
were  enough  to  get  him  voted 
the  lx)uisiana  Collegiate 
Offensive  Player  of  the  Week. 

This  was  the  second  time 
this  season  that  an  NSU  back 
had  won  such  an  honor.  Junior 
halfback  Donald  Johnson  was 
voted  that  honor  after  NSU's 


■24-10  win  over  Gustavus 
Adolphus  to  open  the  season. 

Pittman  averaged  3.1  yards 
each  time  he  rushed  on  third 
down.  In  the  first  half,  he 
averaged  4.5  a  third  down 
while  converting  four  of  six 
attempts  into  new  life  for  the 
Northwestern    offense. 

The  three  times  he  con- 
verted a  third-down  play  in 
the  second  half  he  averaged 
three  yards  a  play  and  all 
three  conversions  followed  a 
five-yard  loss  when  he  ran  into 
offensive  tackle  Mike  Boyce 
on  third-and-four.  Boyce,  a 
converted  defensive  tackle 
who  was  filling  in  for  injured 
Koy  Mouledous,  made  an 
honest  mistake  at  a  time  when 
l*ittman  was  in  position  to 
advance  towards  the  first 
down  marker. 

Short-yardage  plays  and 
power  sweeps  are  the  big 
plays  for  a  fullback,  but  when 
IMttman  ran  though  the  Mc- 
Neese defense  that  night  his 
position's  value  became 
priceless.

Nine  Seniors  To  End  Football  Careers  in  Southeastern  Game 


Offense  Is  Bright 
In  Cage  Workouts 

"When  you  can't  stop  your 
own  offense,  you  like  to  think 
your  offense  is  a  good  one," 
said  Northwestern  State 
University  basketball  coach 
Tynes  Hildebrand.  "When 
something  like  that  happens, 
you've  either  got  a  good  of- 
fense or  your  defense  is  weak. 
I  would  like  to  believe  we  have 
a  good  offense." 

With  less  than  a  month 
before  the  Demons  open  their 
1971-72  season  at  home 
against  powerful  Stephen  F. 
Austin  University , 
Hildebrand's  Demons  now 
have  begun  to  stress  defense. 

Calling  his  offense  a 
'  'situation  offense' ' , 
Hildebrand  has  been  pleased 
with  his  fast-break.  "The  fast- 
break  has  been  looking  real 
good,"  he  said. 

The  Demons  have  three 
players  out  with  injuries. 
Stanley  Lee  (6-5)  has  a  hand 
injury,  John  Hill  (6-5)  has  a 
cut  foot  and  Judson  Brock  ( 6- 
6)  has  a  muscle  pull  in  his  side 
as  result  of  last  Monday 
night's  intra-squad  scrim- 
mage. All  three,  however,  are 
expected  to  return  next  week. 

Randy  Veuleman,  a  6-0 
guard  from  Many,  has  im- 
proved his  shooting,  as  have 
other  non-starters  from  last 
year,  Perry  Ball  Randy 
Prather  Butch  Hildebrand. 
Edward  Johnson  and  Erick 
Hunt  have  each  played  well. 

Since  the  pre-season 
workouts  began  back  in  mid- 
October,  Hildebrand  is 
convinced  that  he  will  be  able 
to  score  a  lot  of  points  this 
season  on  teams  that  have  the 
good  defenses.  'I  feel  like 
we're  going  to  be  able  to 
score,"    said    Hildebrand.

All    nine   have   seen    good 
years  together,  were  jubilant 
in   victory  and  displayed  the 
agony  of  defeat. 

TTie  following  is  a  lineup  of 
Northwestern       personalit 
who  will  not  be  around  in 
uniform  next  seasson: 

Dennis  Wilkinson  of  Baton 
Rouge  firoadmoor  has  been  a 
pressure  kicker  for  the 
Demons  the  last  two  years. 
l-ast  year  he  kicked  a  24-yard 
field  goal  with  4!)  seconds  left 
to  beat  Ix>uisiana  Tech  20-17 
and  kicked  a  21-yard  field  goal 
against  Stephen  F.  Austin  to 
win  that  game  !)-7  with  a 
minute  left  in  the  game. 

Gary  McCrary  of  Baton 
Rouge  Istrouma  has  been  one 
of  NSU's  all-time  great  cen- 
ters. At  1%  pounds,  he  was 
twice  all-Gulf  States  Con- 
ference and  his  leadership 
and  ability  will  never  be 
forgotten. 

(iobby  Koncak  of  Dallas 
South  Oak  Cliff  was  twice  all- 
Gulf  States  Conference  guard 
and  this  year  his  blocking  and 
leadership  can't  be  compared 
with.  Against  McNeese  State, 
he  played  his  greatest  game  in 
his  college  career. 

Bob  Wattigny  of  New 
Orleans  Holy  Cross  played 
comerback  last  year  but  won 
a  spot  at  quarterback  this 
season.  He's  had  his  ups  and 
downs  this  season  with  in- 
juries, first  a  brain  con- 
cussion, a  sore  arm  and  a  hip- 
pointer.    He   threw    a   near- 


record  44  passes  against  Tech 
and  guided  NSU  expertly 
against  McNeese. 

(ireg  Clark  of  Dallas 
Woodrow  Wilson  has  been  one 
of  NSU's  hardest  playing 
defensive  ends.  Coach  (ieorgo 
Doherty  called  him  a  young 
man  to  be  admired,  because 
he  doesn't  have  the  size  nor 
the  physical  strength  of  a 
college  defensive  end,  but  he 
gels  the  job  done. 

Craig  Tripp  was  a  starting 
defensive  tackle  last  year,  but 
this  season  has  had  trouble 
breaking  into  the  startinj^ 
lineup  because  the  knee  he 
had  operated  on  during  the  off- 
season didn't  respond  to 
treatment-  He  has  mo.stly 
been  supplying  back-up   help 

l.arry  (iaudct  of  New 
Orleans  Holy  t-'ross  has  been  a 

four-year  starter  for  the 
Demons.  His  first  two  seasons 
were  spent  at  defensive  end 
but  last  year  an  injury  to 
llentley  Usey  in  the  opening 
game  forced  him  to  .start  at 
linebacker. 

Hrapinann  has  been  a  four- 
year  stiirter  with  Nor- 
thwestern, all  in  the  defensive 
backfield.  He's  called  the 
defensive  coverages  for  the 
Demons  so  long  that  he'll  be 
calling  them  in  his  business 
ventures.  A  little  man  from 
New  Orleans  who  is  only  5-"- 
Hrapmann  is  one  of  the  most 
alert    defensive    backs    in 

college  football  today. 
Paul  Tacker  of  Dallas  South 

Oak  Uiff  has  been  one  of  the 
most  punishing  cornerbacks 
in  louisiana  small  college 
football.  Ust  year  he  put  a 
crushing  tackle  on  Northeast's 
Joe  l*rofit  that  fans  won't  ever 
forget.  _
